His resurrection; but He materialized 
for the sake of instructing His Apos- 
tles, who were to be His witnesses, 
not only of His life and death, but also 
of His resurrection.

to men. but not as ghosts. As .lesus, 
aa a spirit Being after His resurrection, 
appeared in various forms—as a gur- 
deiier. as a stranger and in a body 
similar to that In which He was cruci- 
fied—so angels have exercised this pow- 
*r to appear like men. For instance. 
the three who came to Abraham. a=i 
recorded in Genesis xviii. 1-8.
